Believes Men Will Be Loyal.
"We do not believe the contemplated

itrlke will be Indorsed by any of or*
oyal employes.
"This company employs 146,000 men.

)f this number, only 25,000 are in the
rain service. It is not reasonable to
sxpect that the wages of the remainng121,000 employes, not in the train
ervice, snail be jeopardized or stopped
>y a strike of less than one-sixth of all
.he employes.
"Shall these men. In defiance of right

ind justice, be permitted to stop the
>peration of the railroad and deprive it
>f the ability to serve the public.
"Shall they also be permitted to de>riveothers of the opportunity to earn

wages, producing suffering and disressnot only among our employes and
heir families, but the public as well?
"The management, under the law, is
equired to operate the railroad in the
interest of the public, and if a strike
sventuates it will be incumbent uponill loyal employes to be faithful to
;heir duty and operate the railroad.

Asks Employes to Be Loyal.
"For seventy years this company has

"The management gives assurance tothose who may volunteer, and whoseservices are accepted, that they will beretained in the positions assigned themand receive the same protection that hasalways been afforded during crises ofthis nature."

"I wish that you would impress upon

a merchants, exporters and others who
r desire to secure business connections In
South America, the absolute importance

r of seeing that their letters are properly
i stamped with a five-cent stamp, and
- more. If they are overweight. Nothing
j is so irritating to the recipient of these

letters as to be called upon by the local
5 postal authorities to pay two or three
5 times what the correct postage would
. have cost in the United States. On my

arrival in this country a few weeks ago,
' I called on the Chamber of Commerce
- of the United States, in Washington,
and was promised that some means
would be found to bring the matter to
the special attention of Oiose who send
letters to South America,"
